MEMO TO: Jonathan Blacknier 

RK : Statements of Perry Russo (made while under 

hypnosis) re; Clay Shaw, David Ferrle and 
other individuals/ ^ 


I. In the last several days, during a search of the residence 
where my former wife lives, I came across the above file. While 
the subcommittee inquiry may have other inquiry priorities, in 
view of its recent acquisition of most of the Clay Shaw trial 
transcript it occurred to me that the enclosed statement - made while 
under hypnosis - might be of some value. Its primary pijurpose, of 
course, was to corroborate the statement given to us by Ferry Russo 
(given after Ferrie's death, inasmuch - as he expressed it - he was 
afraid while Ferrie was alive to tell what he happened to observe) 
and it turned out to be substantially corroborative, as you can see* 
However, in reviewing it last night, I found additional details 
which I had forgotten ( and which we may not have appreciated enough 
in 1968 to develop at the trial - such as the presence of the 
Cubans at Ferrie 's apartment)* 


2. Inasmuch as the enclosed statement - under - hypnosis was 
primarily intended for corroboration of the original statement 
previously given, it probably does not contain as much detail as 
might be desired - and as probably would be obtained now with the newly 
developing appreciation of hypnosis as a tool for the search for and 
discovery of facts. I enclose the cover news item, wherein a Tulane 
Medical College professor mentions Doctor Fatter* s qualifications, 
simply because so much of the national news media converted him into 
a Svengali* Prior to our arranging with him to hypnotise Perry Russo 
and question him, no one on my staff was acquainted with him. It is 
my impression that we obtained his name, as the foremost medical 
hypnotist in the city, from one of the local medical schools. And, 
as I emphasize, the objective was to obtain a degree of scientific 
corroboration for the substance of what Russo already had given us - 
rather ( as it has been painted) than to implant In Russo’s head a 
horror story conceived by us. 


3. In any event, under hyp^/osis Russo seems to have come up with 
a few additional details. Some seem particularly interesting now, in the 
perspective of time', and others are confusing - at least to me. Perhaps 
you have made progress in some areas to the point where what doesn’t fit 
into my (by now) pre- conceived outlook fits into what is developing for 
you. 


4, One confusing little pattern which is perceptible is the 
expression, in several instances, by Ferrie to fly - after the 
assassination - south or to "fly to Cuba." Yet we know that, prior to 
this, Ferrie has been engaged In anti-Castro activity. If the "Leon 
Oswald" happened to be the real Oswald, then it could be understood that 
this was in liDe with establishing a confusing, disassociation for a 
scapegoat who might talk. Or it might have been for the benefit of 
Russo, a bit of reverse detail - given in afterthought - to remove the 
real meaning of the other things he might have heard (possible example: 
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Ferrie tells Russo that "Leon" Oswald’s wife’s. name is "Marguerite," 
the name of Oswald’s mother). 


5. Some of the things which surfaced in Russo’s mind, and which 
I had forgotten, may be useful to Fonzi: such as some of the names of anc 
details about the Cubans. Another interesting detail - new to me 
(at least, in my present recollection) was that Russo had seen Shaw 
after the assassination, at the gas station which Ferrie acquired in 
January, 1964. (This fits the statements of several other witnesses - 
visits to the gas station by Shaw - and I'll go through other files 
and pull them out, when I get a chance, as an addendum to this memo). 


6. The repeated recollection of Russo as to "Leon" Oswald’s 
"sloppiness" , the beginning of a beard, the interest in the rifle, 
and so on, increasingly sound to me like someone other than the real 
Oswald, who was so patently the patsy of the whole affair. The real 
Oswald was repeatedly described by many witnesses as neat and cleanly 
shaved. Looking back from the vantage point of time, it looks like we 
are dealing with an alternate Oswald here and that, as I mentioned to 
you, we might have stumbled into the right bunch of people but with 
a slightly erroneous game card in our hand. It is noteworthy that 
this "Leon" Oswald - as Sylvia Odio referred to him - is described 
physically by Russo precisily as Odio described him. (In this regard, 
you may wish to cross-file Russo’s descriptions of "Leon" Oswald into 


K.T., Seymour, et cetera). 


7. The series of dates produced are, of course, initially 
confusing. However, I suggest that if the dates given here under 
hypnosis are extrapolated and kept clearly in mind they may end up 
serving as new and useful investigative material. 


8. As to Shaw himself, the hypnotic recollection appears to 
me to be thoroughly corroborating. However, in this regard - as to 
Shaw’s association with Ferrie and with Oswald - we have no problems 
whatever. There are other witnesses and other statements which I 
simply have not had the time to get together for you. (In this 
connection, I would add: do not forget to obtain the Vernon Bundy 

transcription, if you are able to locate the court reporter and his 
notes. It is important). For whatever it is worth, the reading - 
after all of these years - of Russo’s hypnotized recollection 
communicates a clearer impression than ever of Shaw("Bertrand’’yas , 
not a mere "co-conspirator" of Ferrie ’s and others, but as one bringing 
down "the word", as it were, to men of lesser rank and status in the 
affair - and bringing it down somewhat reluctantly because it forces 
him to associate too long and too openly with characters who are too 
common and noisy for him to associate with comfortably. Or, to put it 
another way, I suggest that the scenes which Russo is recalling are not 
so germinal in nature as we thought back in the late 1960’s. Rather, 
it now appears , that we are looking merely at a segment of the 
conspiracy, a segment being tacitly (and somewhat distastefully because 
of its seediness) energized by Shaw as the refined emissary or 
representative, as the case may be, of “ ' ‘ *ng at a 

higher level in the operation.

MEMO TO: Jonathan Blackmer 

RE ; Statements of Ferry Russo (made v/hlle under 

Hypnosis) re: Clay Shaw, David Ferrie and~“ 

other individuals . 


1. In the last several days, during a search of the residence 
where iny former wife lives, I came across the above file. While 
the subcommittee inquiry may have other inquiry priorities, in 
view of its recent acquisition of most of the Clay Shaw trial 
transcript it occurred to me that the enclosed statement - made while 
under hypnosis - might be of some value. Its primary purpose, of 
course, was to corroborate the statement given to us by Perry Russo 
(given after Ferric* s death, inasmuch - as he expressed it - he was 
afraid while Ferrie was alive to tell what he happened to observe) 
and it turned out to be substantially corroborative, as you can see. 
However, in reviewing it last night, I found additional details 
which I had forgotten ( and which we may not have appreciated enough 
in 1968 to develop at the trial - such as the presence of the 
Cubans at Ferrie * s apartment) . 


2. Inasmuch as the enclosed statement - under - hypnosis was 
primarily intended for corroboration of the original statement 
previously given, it probably does not contain as much detail as 
might be desired -* and as probably would be obtained now with the newly 
developing appreciation of hypnosis as a tool for the search for and 
discovery of facts. I enclose the cover news item, wherein a Tulane 
Medical College professor mentions Doctor Patter’s qualifications, 
simply because so much of the national news media converted him into 
a Svengali. Prior to our arranging with him to hypnotize Perry Russo 
and question him, no one on my staff was acquainted with him. It is 
ray impression that we obtained his name, as the foremost medical 
hypnotist in the city, from one of the local medical schools. And, 
as I emphasize, the objective was to obtain a degree of scientific 
corroboration for the substance of what Russo already had given us - 
rather ( as it has been painted) than to implant in Russo's head a 
horror story conceived by us. 


3. In any event, under hyp,*/osis Russo seems to have come up with 
a few additional details. Some seem particularly interesting now, in the 
perspective of time', and others are confusing - at least to me. Perhaps 
you have made progress in some areas to the point where what doesn’t fit 
into my (by now) pre-conccived outlook fits into what is developing for 
you. 


4. One confusing little pattern which is perceptible is the 
expression, in several instances, by Ferrie to fly - after the 
assassination - south or to "fly to Cuba." Yet we know that, prior to 
this, Ferrie has been engaged in anti-Castro activity. If the "Leon 
Oswald" happened to be the real Oswald, then it could be understood that 
this was in line with establishing a confusing, disassociation for a 
scapegoat who might talk. Or it might have been for the benefit of 
Russo, a bit of reverse detail - given in afterthought - to remove the 
real meaning of the other things he might have heard (possible example:

5* Some of the things which surfaced in Russo’s mind, and which 
I had forgotten, may be usefiil to Fonsi: such as some of the names of an 
details about the Cubans, Another interesting detail - new to me 
(at least, in my present recollection) was that Russo had seen Shaw 
after the assassination, at the gas station which Ferric acquired in 
January, 1964, (This fits the statements of several other witnesses - 
visits to the gas station by Shaw - and I’ll go through other files 
and pull them out, when I get a chance, as an addendum to this memo)* 


6. The repeated recollection of Russo as to "Leon" Oswald’s 
"sloppiness", the beginning of a beard, the interest in the rifle, 
and so on, increasingly sound to me like someone other than the real 
Oswald, who was so patently the patsy of the whole affair* The real 
Oswald was repeatedly described by many witnesses as neat and cleanly 
shaved. Looking back from the vantage point of time, it looks like we 
are dealing with an alternate Oswald here and that, as I mentioned to 
you, we might have stutnbled into the right bunch of people but with 
a slightly erroneous game card in our hand. It is noteworthy that 
this "Leon" Oswald ~ as Sylvia Odio referred to him - is described 
physically by Russo precis il y as Odio described him. (In this regard, 
you may wish to cross-£ile Russo's descriptions of "Leon" Oswald into 
the files of the available alternate Oswalds worthy of consideration^ 
K.T., Seymour, et cetera). ^ 


7, The series of dates produced are, of course, initially 
confusing. However, I suggest that if the dates given here under 
hypnosis are extrapolated and kept clearly in mind they may end up 
serving as new and useful investigative material. 


8- As to Shaw himself, the hypnotic recollection appears to 
me to be thoroughly corroborating. However, in this regard - as to 
Shaw’s association with Ferric and with Oswald - we have no problems 
whatever. There arc other witnesses and other statements which I 
simply have not had the time to get together for you. (In this 
connection, I would add: do not forget to obtain the Vernon Bundy 

transcription, if you are able to locate the court reporter and his 
notes. It is important). For whatever it is worth, the reading - 
after all of these years “ of Russo's hypnotised recollection 
communicates a clearer impression than ever of Shaw("Bertrand'’yas , 
not a mere "co*-conspirator" of Ferric’ s and others, but as one bringing 
down "the word", as it were, to men of lessor rank and status in the 
affair " and bringing it down somewhat reluctantly because it forces 
him to associate too long and too openly with characters who are too 
common and noisy for him to associate with comfortably. Or, to put it 
another way, I suggest that the scenes which Russo is recalling are not 
so germinal in nature as we thought back in the late 1960’s. Rather, 
it now appears , that we are looking merely at a segment of the 
conspiracy, a segment being tacitly (and somewhat distastefully because 
of its scediness) energis:ed by Shaw as the refined emissary or 
representative, as the case may be, of ' ‘ ng at a 

higher level in the operation.
